Wound Police 


In Italian City 


ROME, March 23— (INS'— Com­ 
munist-led dem onstrators wounded 
eight policemen and battled with 
troops today in seizing control of 
three towns in Southern Italy. 
Rome also had a recurrence of 
violence when a bomb exploded 
near the Corso Umberto, the cap­ 
ital's principal thoroughfare. 
Acting in the wake of yesterday’s 
general strike throughout the coun­ 
try. Communists in the Apulia re­ 
gion resorted to virtual wartime 
methods in th eir 
demonstration 
against established authority. 
Outright revolt was reported in 
San Severo and Cerignola in Fog- 
gia Province and at Castellano in 
Bari Province. 
Set l ’p Roadblocks 
Several 
thousand 
Communists 
set up strong roadblocks with carts 
and trucks and then moved into 
Sac Severo, overpowering police 
with hand grenades and rifle fire. 
It was here that eight policemen 
were wounded, three seriously. 
A motorized arm y column pressed 
into service from Foggia was block­ 
ed before it could reach San Se­ 
vero but other troops and police 
carried out an encircling move­ 
ment around the towm. The Com­ 
munists. barricaded in stone houses, 
exchanged shots with them. 
Troops and police finally over­ 
powered the San Severo rioters, 
taking over the city hall and Com­ 
munist 
headquarters. Fifth dem ­ 
onstrators were arrested and po­ 
lice proceeded with a methodical 
house-to-house 
assault 
to 
seize 
others responsible. 
Latest reports placed Com m un­ 
ists still in control 
of the Cas­ 
tellano city hall.

munist stronghold was tense.

man he wa^ From the Roman cen­ 
turion. .lulitm 
who had Paul and 
the other prisoners in charge, to 
the lowliest seaman, they seemed 
to have listened to what he had 
to say and trusted him. He was a 
born le, der 
From Caesarea where the party 
embarked, they sailed to Sidon 
Hi re Julius allowed Paul to visit 
friends 
Though the winds w ere 
contrary they sailed to Cilicia and 
Pamphylia. and came to Myra, a 
city in L yda. 
From there they 
boarded 
an 
Alexandrian 
nhip. 
bound for Italy, but alter m any 
days’ sailing they landed at Lasea, 
on the ancient island of Crete 
Safe sailing time was now past, 
and the master of the ship and 
owner thought to put into Phe- 
niee, the Cretan harbor, for w in­ 
ter. Paul w arned them that the sea 
was too treacherous, but 
Julius 
would not listen to him, so they 
started but were blown off their 
course, coming near to striking the 
quicksands of the island of Clauda,

For days they saw no sun or 
stars and Ihe tem pest was strong 
rh e men would neither work nor 
eat. so sure were they that they 
W'ere lost. 
Paul told them they should have j 
heeded his warning and not “ loosed 


from C rete," but that the 
\ngel 
of the God whom h* 
served had 
stood by him that night and as­ 
sured him all would be saved, He 
urged 
them to eat 
then 
‘ took 
bread and Save thonks to God in 
presence of them all,” and they 
ate. and w ere “all of good cheer ” 
All got to work then, lightened 
the ship and made tow ard a shore 
The front part of the ship was 
driven aground and held fast, but 
the hin der parts were wrecked.

“Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called, to be an apostle, separated 
unto the gospel 
of God,” 
Paul 
wrote to the disciples at Rome At 
this time Paul had never been to 
the Eternal City, then in the grip 
of pagans, but he yearned to visit 
it 
No one knows just 
w hen 
the 
Christian 
church 
at 
Rome 
was 
founded nor hv whom Paul calls 
the m em bers 
there “beloved of 
God, called to be saint - ” 
Paul 
writes of himself as “called to be 
an apostel " He had never seen 
Jesus while He was on earth, but 
Paul was called by the Vision he 
saw on the road just as if he had 
been one of those to whom Jesus 
said, “ Follow Me!" 
Paul wrote to these saints that 
lie hoped soon to see them 
He 
was evidently planning a trip to 
Spain, and then would come to 
visit them. We have no record of 
any visit 
which 
Paul 
made 
to 
Spain, however. He knew the mem­ 
bers of the church in Rome well 


enough to nam e them — Phebe. 
Priscilla, Aquila. Epaenetus. Mary. 
Ar.dronieus, Amphlias and many 
others 
Paul reached Rome at last—but 
it was as a prisoner, and in chains. 
A long and tem pestuous voyage 
brought him iinall; to the city he 
had so wanted to see 
Long sea voyages may be hazard­ 
ous even today. On our trem endous 
foating palaces we journey as if 
we were in a comfortable hotel 
on land. There are all sorts of 
safety devices. We have radio with 
which to broadcast any peril; swift 
ships may answ er our calls and 
plough through turbulent waters to 
our aid. Even so. there are occa­ 
sional disasters for those “who go 
down to sea in ships." as there 
are in every other mode of travel. 
In Paul’s time sailing ships were 
used, and no m atter how skillful 
were 
the 
mariners, 
they 
were 
pretty much at the mercy of wind 
and waves.
